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1. PALESTINIAN RIGHTS ~ 

SC PRESIDENT VON WECHMAR (FRG) CONSULTED INFORMALLY WITH SC 
MEMBERS PURSUANT TO THE REQUEST FROM PALESTINIAN RIGHTS 
COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN FALL (SENEGAL) THAT THE SC HOLD 
CONSULTATIONS WITH A VIEW TOWARD CONVENING A MEETING AS SOON 
AS POSSIBLE. MANY SC MEMBERS FAVORED IN PRINCIPLE HAVING A 
COUNCIL MEETING, NO ONE WANTED TO ACTUALLY REQUEST MEETING NOR 
DID ANY MEMBER SEE ANY URGENCY, AND POPULAR VIEW WAS TO WAIT 
FOR SIGNAL FROM ARAB DELEGATIONS. ONLY BENIN FAVORED MEETING 
IN THE NEAR FUTURE. VON WECHMAR ALSO MET WITH EGYPTIAN AND 
SYRIAN PERM REPS AND ARAB LEAGUE AMB HELMY, WHO INDICATED 
NOTHING WOULD BE REQUESTED ON THEIR PART AT THIS TIME, 

REPEATING THERE WAS NO URGENCY. (CONFIDENTIAL -USUN 3277) 

2. WALVIS BAY QUESTION ~ 

SC PRES VON WECHMAR (FRG) INFORMED WESTERN FIVE THAT IN MEETING 
WITH AMB JAIPAL (INDIA), ACTING AS CHAIRMAN OF NAMIBIAN 
COUNCIL, JAIPAL INDICATED ABSENCE OF PROSPECTS OF SC MEETING 
ON WALVIS BAY STATING THERE WAS NO URGENCY FOR SC TO CONSIDER 
ITEM AND, IN ANY EVENT, IT SHOULD BE DELAYED UNTIL AFTER 
GA DEBATE ON NAMIBIA IN OCTOBER AND PREFERABLY AFTER SC 
CONSIDERATION OF NAMIBIA AS WELL. THIS WAS VIEW SHARED BY 
ALL SC MEMBERS EXCEPT CHINA. JAIPAL SUGGESTED THAT VON WECHMAR 
DO NOTHING ON WALVIS BAY AND SAID THAT INASMUCH AS HE WAS 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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TO BE SC PRES IN OCTOBER HE WOULD ADOPT SAME ATTITUDE.

3. NAMIBIA - 

USUN MISOFFS MET WITH DAVID SOGGOT, WELL-RESPECTED SOUTH 
AFRICAN LAWYER KNOWN FOR DEFENDING IN COURT MEMBERS OF BLACK 
PEOPLES CONVENTION AND SWAPO. IN RECALLING HIS OBSERVATIONS 
MADE IN A RECENT TRIP TO OVAMBO, SOGGOT SAID HE WAS AMAZED 
AT THE EXTRAORDINARY SOUTH AFRICAN MILITARY ACTIVITY THERE 
AND AT THE FREQUENT REPORTS BY NAMIBIANS OF TORTURE AND 
INCREASED REPRESSION BY THE SOUTH AFRICANS. HE EXPRESSED 
VIEW THAT IN AN ELECTION PERIOD IN OVAMBO THERE WOULD BE LESS 
DANGER OF INTIMIDATION FROM THE SOUTH AFRICAN DEFENSE FORCES 
THAN FROM THE POLICE AND THE BANTU ADMINISTRATION. HE 
COMMENTED THAT THE AVERAGE OVAMBO DOES NOT DISTINGUISH 
BETWEEN A SOUTH AFRICAN SOLDIER AND A POLICEMAN. HE BELIEVED 
THE BANTU ADMINISTRATION WOULD ATTEMPT INTIMIDATION THROUGH 
THE LOCAL CHIEFS AND HEADMEN WHO ARE DEPENDENT ON THEM FOR 
THEIR JOBS. WHEN ASKED WHAT TURNHALLE IS CURRENTLY UP TO, 

HE REPLIED THAT HE HEARD RUMORS THAT TURNHALLE WOULD STAGE 
A "DOUP D'ETAT," NOT SO MUCH IN THE FORM OF A MIDNIGHT ACTION 
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ON TURNHALLE'S PART AS IN THE FORM OF UNILATERAL ACTION BY 
THE SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT WITH REGARD TO THE FUTURE OF

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4. MEMORIAL SERVICE FOR STEVE BIKO - 

AFRICAN GROUP SPONSORED DIGNIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SERVICE FOR 
BIKO SEPT. 23 WHICH WAS ADDRESSED BY REPRESENTATIVES (SUDAN, 
SURINAM, QATAR, BULGARIA, NEPAL, AUSTRALIA) OF UN REGIONAL 
GROUPS, ANC. PAC, SYG REP, ANTI-APARTHEID COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN 
HARRIMAN (NIGERIA), AND SIERRA LEONE'S FOREIGN MINISTER 
MIN AH. AMBASSADORS YOUNG AND WELLS ATTENDED AS DID FIVE 
AFRICAN FOREIGN MINISTERS. SYG'S REP INDICATED WALDHEIM'S 
DISTRESS OVER DEATHS OF DETAINEES WHICH ONLY EXACERBATED SAG'S 
PROBLEMS. HARRIMAN REVIEWED SAG'S HISTORY OF REPRESSION, 
EXPRESSED ASTONISHMENT OVER CONTINUED AFRICAN CONTACTS WITH

BIKO S DEATH. BULGARIAN MENTIONED DIRECT AID BY IMPERIALISTS 
TO SA NUCLEAR WEAPONS PROGRAM, AUSTRALIAN CALLED FOR PEACEFUL 
BUT EARLY END TO APARTHEID, AND SIERRA LEONE'S FOREIGN 
MINISTER CALLED FOR CHAPTER VII SANCTIONS AND ARMS EMBARGO.

UK SANCTIONS COMMITTEE REPRESENTATIVE RELLIE AGREED WITH MISOFF

A UK/US RESOLUTION IN ADVANCE OF SANCTIONS COMMITTEE/SC

PROBLEMS WITH THE INDIAN RESOLUTION, ESPECIALLY ON POINTS

6. INDIAN OCEAN COMMITTEE - 

AUSTRALIANS BELIEVE CHANGES ARE GOOD FOR RELATIVELY MILD GA 
RESOLUTION ON THE INDIAN OCEAN WHICH NOTES START OF US/ 

SOVIET CONTACTS, ACCORDS POSITIVE RECOGNITION TO CONTACTS WITH 
THE AD HOC COMMITTEE, AND EXPRESSES REGRET THAT THE SUPERPOWERS 
HAVE NOT ACCEPTED ITS RECOMMENDATIONS FOR AN INDIAN OCEAN 
CONFERENCE. THE KEY TO WHETHER THIS KIND OF RESOLUTION 
IS POSSIBLE IS CHINA, WHICH USED PREDICTABLY HARD RHETORIC 
IN THE COMMITTEE, DESCRIBING THE US/SOVIET TALKS AS A FRAUD

7. UNEF/UNDOF FINANCING - 

FRANCE, FRG, JAPAN, UK, AND US MET WITH UN CONTROLLER DEBATIN 
AND WERE INFORMED THAT TROOP CONTRIBUTING COUNTRIES HAVE 
PRESENTED NEW INFORMATION TO SECRETARIAT IN SUPPORT OF REQUEST 
FOR INCREASE IN BASIC RATE FOR TROOPS FROM $500 TO $750 PER MAN 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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MONTH AND INCREASE IN SPECIALISTS RATE FROM $150 TO $200 PER 
MAN MONTH. TROOP CONTRIBUTORS TOLD DEBATIN THAT IF

PEACEKEEPING OPERATION TO THEM COMPUTED, THEY STILL WOULD BE

SAID THEY WOULD BE WILLING TO ACCEPT APPROXIMATELY 35 PERCENT 
OF COSTS BUT THAT REST MUST BE MET BY FINANCIAL BACKERS 
OF PEACEKEEPING OPERATION. DEBATIN SAID HE BELIEVED TROOP 
CONTRIBUTORS WOULD TAKE MATTER TO COMMITTEE 5 IN EVENT 
AGREEMENT NOT REACHED THROUGH NEGOTIATION. AFTER MEETING 
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DEBATIN ASKED AKASHI (JAPAN) WHAT REACTION OF GROUP WOULD 
BE WERE HE ABLE TO GET TROOP CONTRIBUTORS TO AGREE 
TO INCREASE TO $700 PER MAN MONTH. AFTER CONSULTATIONS, 
DEBATIN WAS INFORMED THAT GROUP SUPPORTS HIS EFFORTS 
NEGOTIATE LOWER FIGURE AND THAT GROUP WOULD WANT TO HAVE 
JUSTIFICATION FOR ANY INCREASE SUBJECTED TO THOROUGH ACABQ

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8. LEBANESE AMB HOLDS PRESS CONFERENCE - 

LEBANON'S AMB-DESIGNATE TUEINI HELD PRESS CONFERENCE SEPT. 23. 
TUEINI NOTED THAT RECENT EVENTS IN LEBANON ARE RESULT OF 
COMPLEX SITUATION AND ARE THREAT TO PEACE NOT ONLY IN LEBANON 
BUT TO ALL MIDDLE EAST. CITING NATIONAL SOVEREIGNTY HE SAID 
LEBANESE GOVERNMENT WILL DECIDE WHAT SHOULD BE DONE CONCERNING 
SOUTHERN LEBANON WITHIN AN ARAB CONSENSUS AND IN CONSULTATION 
WITH PEACE-LOVING COUNTRIES AND FRIENDS. HE NOTED THAT 
LEBANESE SECURITY IS BASED ON A TRIPARTITE CONTRACT INVOLVING 
THE LEBANESE GOVERNMENT. SYRIAN RESPONSIBILITY IN THE ARAB 
PEACE-KEEPING FORCES, AND PALESTINIAN PREPAREDNESS TO ABIDE BY 
THE LAWS OF LEBANESE SOVEREIGNTY. LEBANON WISHES TO ASSUME 
SOLE RESPONSIBILITY FOR SECURITY IN SOUTHERN LEBANON AND 
APPEALS TO ITS FRIENDS TO MAKE TASK EASIER. TREINI CONTINUED 
THAT LEBANON AND ITS ARAB BROTHERS BELIEVE THAT THE AIM OF 
ISRAEL IS TO OFF-BALANCE THE PEACE PROCESS AND TRY TO 
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DE-STABILIZE PEACE IN LEBANON AND THE MIDDLE EAST, NOTING 
THAT SYG WALDHEIM MIGHT BE WELL INSPIRED IF HE WERE TO ASK 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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THE UN OBSERVERS IN SOUTHERN LEBANON FOR GREATER VIGILANCE.

9. COMMITTEE 6 MATTERS - 

WEO GROUP OF COMMITTEE 6 DECIDED THAT THE CANDIDATES FOR 
TWO VICE CHAIRMEN AND RAPPORTEUR SLOTS - BULGARIA, LESOTHO 
AND JORDAN, RESPECTIVELY - WERE ACCEPTABLE. IN DISCUSSION 
OF ORDER OF WORK, AUSTRALIANS SUGGESTED THAT REVIEW OF 
TREATY-MAKING PROCESS, WHICH WAS LISTED LAST IN SECRETARIAT S 
TENTATIVE ORDER OF WORK. SHOULD BE CONSIDERED EITHER 
IMMEDIATELY BEFORE OR AFTER THE REPORT OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
LAW COMMISSION BECAUSE THE ITEMS WERE PHILOSOPHICALLY 
RELATED AND BECAUSE ILC MEMBERS MAY WISH TO PARTICIPATE IN 
DEBATE ON BOTH ITEMS. OTHER SUGGESTIONS WHICH THE GROUP 
APPROVED INCLUDED FIXING DATE FOR BEGINNING OF ILC REPORT, 
POSSIBLE DELAY OF HOST COUNTRY RELATIONS ITEM BECAUSE REPORT 
NOT YET COMPLETED, AND POSSIBILITY OF CHANGING POSITIONS OF 
HUMAN RIGHTS IN ARMED CONFLICTS AND CHARTER REVIEW. (LIMITED

10. REVIEW OF MULTILATERAL TREATY PROCESS - 

AUSTRALIANS DISTRIBUTED TO COMMITTEE 6 WEO GROUP TEXT OF 
DRAFT RESOLUTION ON REVIEW OF MULTILATERAL TREATY PROCESS 
WHICH IS SUFFICIENTLY MODERATE AND IN SUFFICIENTLY LONG 
TIME FRAME NOT TO EXACERBATE US CONCERNS THAT GREASING 
WHEELS OF CODIFICATION PROCESS NOT IN OUR INTEREST AT

11. CONSULTATIONS ON CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS RESTRICTIONS - 

US DISCUSSED WITH ASYG BJORNERSTEDT QUESTION OF INVITATIONS

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TO MULTILATERAL CONSULTATIONS WHICH SWEDEN HAS REQUESTED 
BE CONVENED IN NY OCT. 1 1-13 ON CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS

BEEN TO INVITE THOSE WHO PARTICIPATED IN THE DIPLOMATIC

CONFERENCE. MISOFF CALLED BJORNERSTEDT'S ATTENTION TO A 
RESOLUTION OF THE DIPLOMATIC CONFERENCE WHICH RECOMMENDS 
CONVENING A "CONSULTATIVE MEETING OF ALL INTERESTED GOVERNMENTS," 
AS WAY TO INCLUDE SWITZERLAND IN LIST OF INVITEES. (LIMITED

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12. BILATERALS WITH CANADA - 

AT US-CANADIAN BILATERALS, CANADIANS STATED AMONG OTHER THINGS 
THEY FEEL THAT LDCS HAVE NOT HAD TIME TO REVIEW RESULTS OF 
CIEC. THEY CONCLUDED OPEC COUNTRIES DO NOT WANT FOLLOW 
UP ON ENERGY IN THE GA AND ARE, IN EFFECT, TRYING TO TURN 
ANY FOLLOW-UP INTO ONE FOCUSING ON A NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER. CANADA WOULD LIKE TO PARTICIPATE IN THE WORLD 
CONFERENCE ON RACISM BUT PROBABLY WILL NOT DO SO IF US DOES 
NOT. CANADIANS INITIATED DISCUSSION ABOUT WHETHER "BASIC 
HUMAN NEEDS" COULD BE USED IN PLACE OF "HUMAN RIGHTS." 

ASSISTANT SECRETARY MAYNES NOTED POSSIBILITY SOVIETS MAY 
RAISE AMERICAN -INDIAN ISSUE IN GA AND THAT IT MIGHT BE OF 
INTEREST TO CANADIANS SINCE THEY ALSO HAVE OWN INDIAN PROBLEM. 
THE CANADIANS, WHO ARE SOMEWHAT PESSIMISTIC ABOUT THE MIDDLE 
EAST, ASKED TO BE KEPT INFORMED ABOUT DEVELOPMENTS. 

DISCUSSION OF UNFICYP CENTERED PRIMARILY ON THE QUESTION OF 
CONTRIBUTIONS FOR DEFRAYING THE COSTS OF THE PEACEKEEPING 
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FORCE. BOTH SIDES WANTED AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA) TO 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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CONTINUE AS CHAIRMAN OF THE LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE. 

CANADIAN AMB BARTON THOUGHT SOVIETS WOULD NOT OPPOSE 
SUBSTANCE OF US-UK PROPOSALS ON RHODESIA. ASSUMING CLEAR 
AFRICAN SUPPORT. BUT WOULD LET IT PASS THROUGH THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL ONLY IF IT WERE CLEAR THEY WERE NOT FINANCIALLY 
OBLIGATED. THIS WOULD ALSO APPLY TO A PEACEKEEPING FORCE 
FOR NAMIBIA. HE ALSO THOUGHT LEGISLATURES MIGHT BALK IF 
ALL UN MEMBERS WILL NOT PAY. CANADIANS WERE CONCERNED 
ABOUT WHETHER THE FORCE WOULD BE A MONITORING FORCE OR 
ACTUALLY FIGHT IF NECESSARY. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 3255) 

13. DOMINICA - 

UK MISOFF INFORMED US THAT THEY HAVE REPLIED TO GRENADIAN 
PRIME MINISTER G AIRY'S MESSAGE CONCERNING DOMINICA STATING 
THEY HAVE ALREADY BEEN IN TOUCH WITH DOMINICA CONCERNING 
THEIR PRESENT BUDGETARY PROBLEMS AND ARE CONSIDERING WITH 
THEM HOW THEY MIGHT BEST CONTRIBUTE TOWARDS A SOLUTION. 

(UK MISOFF NOTED THAT AT PRESENT THEY SEE NO CAUSE FOR PROVIDING
